On the first weekend in May 
at the Bloomsburg Fairgrounds, 
excitement was in the air. It was 
an almost tangible excitement, and 
it was apparent from the opening 
of the poultry building at 7 A.M. 
on Saturday, May 3rd, until long 
after coop-out time on Sunday 
morning. May 4 th . 

First-Class Show 

What could cause all this 
excitement? Perhaps the most 
obvious cause was that a first-class 
poultry show, sponsored by the 
Central Pennsylvania Avian Club, 
was in progress. The show was 
housed both in the poultry 
building and the dog-show 
building next door, which were 
filled to capacity with over 1,500 
birds shown by 150 exhibitors for 
the CPAC’s 21st annual spring 
show. 

The 1997 semiannual meet 
of the American Bantam 
Association took place in 
conjunction with the show. A 
special feature of that meet was 
the qualifying meet for Mottled 
Old English Game bantams. The 


meet, judged by Ralph Sheriff, Jr. 
—the vice president of the 
American Bantam Association-— 
was successful, and Mottled Old 
English Game bantams are now an 
officially recognized variety by the 
American Bantam Association. 

Excellent Show Buildings 

The poultry building at 
Bloomsburg is one of the best 
buildings anywhere for a poultry 
show: wide aisles, abundant 
natural daylight, a first-class 
florescent light system, good 
ventilation. 

All of the standard and 
bantam chickens were displayed in 
the main poultry building. Also in 
this main show hall were (1) the 
American Bantam Association’s 
information table, manned by 
ABA President Larry Peterson and 
Secretary Eleanor Vinhage, and 
(2) the Poultry Press table, 
manned by Bill, Joyce, and David 
Wulff. 

Next door to the show hall 
was the second show building. 
The club had never used this 
building before, but it turned out 
to be an excellent facility in which 
to show birds, especially 
waterfowl and turkeys. The 
standard ducks, turkeys, and geese 
were displayed in the ample, 
sturdy, and viewer-friendly cages 
on the right side of the building. 
The bantam waterfowl and the 
junior show were housed on the 
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main floor. The remainder of the 
space in the building was used by 
vendors, breed and specialty clubs, 
and poultry organizations. 

In keeping with the special 
nature of the show, the cages were 
all skirted. In addition, the show 
hall was embellished with a wide 
array of annual flowers in bloom. 
These flowers were distributed 
throughout the building on the 
tops of the show cages. Jerry 
Scott’s cut-flower arrangement in 
the form of a chicken was 
displayed on top of Champions’ 
Row. This floral arrangement was 
admired by many people and was 
presented to Jane Edington at the 
conclusion of the show. 

Show Secretary Briget 
Kane, assisted by Adrienne 
Blankenship, arranged a very 
attractive award table on which 
were displayed the etched glass 
plates to be awarded to the class 
and show champions, the custom 
rosettes, as well as the Best of 
Breed and Reserve of Breed 
buttons for both the open and 
junior shows. 

Also displayed on the award 
table were special show awards 
created by club members. Don 
Emery’s commemorative wooden 
plaques were present and so was 
Dick Laabs’ figure of a Japanese 
bantam female. The figure was 
molded in solid pewter and was 


awarded to the Best Japanese 
Bantam Female in the show. 

Special thanks to Paul 
Slusser and Fred Trump of the 
Bloomsburg Fair’s board of 
directors for making available 
these excellent facilities for the 
CPAC spring show and auction. 

Martha Stewart 

An additional cause of 
excitement was the presence of 
Martha Stewart and a five-person 
television crew in the show halls 
and on the Bloomsburg 
Fairgrounds all day on Saturday. 
Martha Stewart, guru of fine 
living, author, and nationally 
known television personality, has 
raised poultry for many years. She 
visited the show at the invitation 
of the club for the purpose of 
selecting “the most beautiful bird 
in the show.” 

Footage her film crew shot 
of the poultry show and auction 
will be broadcast on the Martha 
Stewart television program this 
fall. 

Accompanied by ABA 
judge Johnny Batson, Martha 
Stewart examined all of the birds 
in the show and selected a White 
Crested Blue Polish bantam hen as 
“the most beautiful bird in the 
show.” This Polish hen was 
exhibited by Joel and Ellen 
Henning of Colden, NY, who were 
awarded a rosette by Martha 
Stewart for their win. 
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The first runner-up in the 
most beautiful bird contest was a 
standard White Rock hen shown 
by Shelby and Eddie Harrington of 
Twin Cedar Farm, Houston, DE. 

S. Robert Powell served as 
host for the Martha Stewart visit. 
Special thanks to Virginia Sosik, 
who served as hostess and assisted 
Robert Powell with all of the 
arrangements for this day-long, 
high-profile visit by me of 
America’s most discerning 
fanciers of things natural and 
beautiful. 

This special appearance by 
Martha Stewart at the show was 
clearly the magical ingredient that 
tra. sformea what is invariably an 
interesting and exciting annual 
event into an unforgettable 
experience for all concerned. 

Friendly Show 

There was also much 
excitement in the air because of 
the exuberant interaction among 
the CPAC members, the 
exhibitors, and the hundreds of 
visitors to the show halls. 

The Bloomsburg show has a 
reputation of being a very friendly 
show, which is perhaps why 
people always come back to 
Bloomsburg. 

Poultry shows are about 
birds, but they are also about 
people, and the Bloomsburg club 
does not overlook the needs and 
comforts of the exhibitors and 


visitors to the show. At 
Bloomsburg, there are always 
many places to sit down and rest, 
or visit with friends. 

Many Activities 

So many different activities 
together helped to keep the 
excitement level high throughout 
the two days of the show: meets by 
the APA and the ABA and a long 
list of breed and specialty clubs; 
an ABA qualifying meet for 
Mottled Old English Game 
bantams; a junior show; a junior 
showmanship class; a live-bird 
auction; a wide variety of vendors 
displaying poultry supplies for 
sale; a Chinese auction; a 50/50 
drawing; a food stand featuring a 
wide assortment of homemade 
goods; a banquet; and last— 
although certainly not least—the 
competition for “the most 
beautiful bird in the show” as 
judged by Martha Stewart. 

The CPAC’s live-bird and 
poultry supplies auction is 
arguably the best auction on the 
East coast for exhibition poultry. 
The Reverend Roland Romig has 
served the CPAC as auctioneer for 
many years, and his knowledge of 
poultry, together with his skills as 
an auctioneer, make the auction a 
pleasure for all concerned. 

Held in the Arena on 
Saturday, a very successful li e- 
bird auction was conducted in a 
new auction format for the CPAC.

Special thanks to the 
Reverend Roland Romig and his 
capable assistants for conducting 
this very successful auction. 

Food 

Food for exhibitors and 
visitors at a poultry show is 
important. The in-house food 
stand this year was under the 
capable direction of Molly and 
Andy Casazza. 

In addition, a first-class 
banquet was held on Saturday 
night on the fairgrounds in the 
Arts and Crafts building. The 
banquet, attended by more than 
115 people, was catered by Jilly’s 
Restaurant (Irene and Jill Shaw) of 
Sweet Valley, PA. The primary 
menu items were Chicken 
Francais, Virginia Ham, and the 
stuffed shells. A special feature of 
the banquet was the beautiful and 
delicious cake that was 
embellished with the logo of the 
American Bantam Association. 

SPPA Booth 

Another special feature of 
the show this year was the display 
that was set up by the Society for 
the Preservation of Poultry 


Antiquities. SPPA president Craig 
Russell manned the booth. On 
display was an original painting of 
Red Dorkings by C. Richard Getz, 
son of the noted poultry artist Roy 
Getz. The SPPA will have one 
thousand signed and numbered 
prints made of this painting and 
will sell them for the benefit of the 
SPPA. 

The C. Richard Getz 
painting of Red Dorkings was 
officially unveiled at the show by 
Martha Stewart.

Dear Martha, 


The follow-up publicity and press coverage on your visit to Bloomsburg has 
been wonderful. Your visit to the Central Pennsylvania Avian Club’s 1997 
spring show was the page-one, top-of-the-page story on Sunday, May 4 th , in 
both the Bloomsburg Press Enterprise and the Harrisburg Patriot-News. 
The photographs in both articles are excellent. Copies of both articles are 
enclosed. Also enclosed is a copy of an article from the Patriot-News of 
May I s ' announcing your visit. 

It was great to hear you speak of your visit to Bloomsburg during your 
appearance on The Tonight Show on May 9 th . You should be awarded a 
medal of some kind for remaining calm, cool, and collected in the midst of 
such nonsense as the egg throwing and the sloppy painting that the others 
did during the segment. 

During the trip from Bloomsburg back to the Wilkes-Barre/Scranton airport, 
you mentioned that your next towels would have pictures of poultry on them 
and that the towels would be sold to benefit the American Bantam 
Association. What a wonderful idea—and very generous on your part! 
Allow me, if I may, to offer a couple of observations on the idea. 

First, it might be a good idea to have the sale of the poultry towels for the 
benefit of both the American Bantam Association and the American Poultry 
Association. They are the two primary governing organizations for the 
exhibition poultry hobby in America. There is a certain amount of 
overlapping in their coverage, as it were. The ABA focuses only on 
bantams; the APA (which is the oldest livestock organization in America) 
focuses on both bantams and standards. Both organizations get along well. 
In fact, they will hold a “joint” national meet in Columbus, OH in the fall of 
next year. (I’m sure that they’re going to ask you to attend. Perhaps they 
already have done so?) 

If you were to have the sale of the poultry towels benefit both the ABA and 
the APA, a very auspicious time to make that announcement would be at 
Columbus next fall (assuming, of course, that they invite you and that you 
are able to accept). In any event, I have not mentioned—and will not 



mention—to anyone the sale of the poultry towels for the benefit of the 
ABA (and the APA?). 

Second, the American Poultry Association has a large collection of 
copyrighted paintings of poultry—some of which would certainly be very 
good for use on the towels-which is surely another reason for including the 
APA under the umbrella, so to speak. The APA is very fussy 
(understandably so) about allowing anyone to use any of their copyrighted 
visual material, but if a proposed use (e.g., the towels) were to benefit the 
APA, they would surely be open to any discussion of the use of their visual 
material. The ABA does not, I’m fairly certain, have a significant photo 
archive. 

If the poultry towel announcement, for one reason or another, is not or can 
not be made at Columbus, I can think of several other appropriate poultry 
forums at which you might make such an announcement. 

In any event, if you need the names and addresses of the current officers and 
boards of directors of the APA and the ABA—or any other information 
about these national poultry organizations—I shall be pleased to send that 
information to you. 

One additional follow-up note on your day at Bloomsburg: The name of the 
judge with whom you worked is Johnny Batson (not Bapson, as given on 
the proposed outline of filming that was drawn up for the day.) 

One of my Narragansett turkey hens hatched a brood of 15 young a couple 
of days ago. She is an excellent mother. I have her and her brood in a large 
pen and it is truly wonderful to watch them. On more than one occasion, I 
have been reminded, as I watch them, of the Audubon print of wild turkeys.

Here is the laryngotracheitis vaccine. Vaccinate all of your birds. Use this vaccine 
and pass it on to the next person. Vaccinate your birds as soon as you get the 
vaccine. Keep the vaccine cold. I have already vaccinated my birds, so I don’t need 
the remaining vaccine when everyone has finished using it. There should be enough 
in this bottle for everyone to do all their birds. 


HOW TO VACCINATE 

Vaccination tor IT by the EYEDROP METHOD is conducts :i by allowing one lull drop 
of rehydrated vaccine to tall into the open eye ot the bird and hold until the biid 
swallows. Hold dropper bottle in vertical position throughout vaccination to avoid 
wasting vaccine. 


CAUTION 

1. For veterinary use only. 

2. Vaccinate only healthy birds. Although disease may not be evident, 
coccitfosis. chronic respiratory disease, mycoplasma inledion. lymphoid 
leukosis, infectious bursal disease, Marek's disease, or other disease 

! conditions may cause serious complications or reduce protection. 

3. An eye reaction may be noticed il birds are incubating cory/a or other 
inleclious organisms, or il there is excess ammonia or dust in the air ol the 
housing facilities. 

4. In outbreak situations, vaccinate healthy birds (irsl. progressing toward 
outbreak areas in order to vaccinate diseased birds last. 

5. Do not spill or spatter the vaccine. Use entire contents ol vial when lirsl 
opened. Burn empty battles, caps and all unused vaccine and accessories. 

6. Do not dilute the vaccine or otherwise stretch the dosage 

7. Store at 2° to 7°C (35° to 45°F). 

8. Do not vaccinate within 21 days before slaughter.

Editorial 

ANNUAL VACCINATING 
AND BLOODTESTING 
By S. Robert Powell 

The annual ordeal of 
vaccinating against laryngo- 
tracheitis and testing for pullorum- 
typhoid begins, for many of us, in 
early summer. 

In an effort to get a head 
start on the process, I devoted the 
entire day on May 17 lh to testing 
the flocks of seven regular 
exhibitors at the annual Flarford 
Fair and elsewhere. 

The blood was shipped to 
Harrisburg on Monday morning 
the 19 lh from the main Scranton 
post office. The blood was not 
tested in the labs at Summerdale 
until Thursday the 22 nd . 

Not surprisingly, more than 
half of the blood samples were 
declared to be “unacceptable”— 
through no fault of my own— 
when they were finally tested in 
the lab! The result, of course, is 
that the blood had to be drawn 
again. Very maddening. But what 
can you do? 

[The flocks whose samples 
were declared “unacceptable” 
were again bloodtested on June 
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21-22, and the blood was shipped 
via express mail to the 
Summerdale labs on June 23 rd . To 
date, July 12, no reports have been 
received by the flock owners in 
question! I tested seven additional 
Hocks on July 5-6 and shipped that 
blood, via express mail, on July 
7 th .] 

Don’t get me wrong. 
Testing is a good thing, to be sure. 
But it sure would be pleasant if the 
commonwealth’s Department of 
Agriculture were more supportive 
of the exhibition poultry hobby. 

A good part of the problem 
with testing the blood from 
exhibition flocks is that it 
invariably, so it seems, gets 
pushed to the back burner if blood 
from commercial flocks is to be 
tested. 

I do, of course, understand 
that the commercial poultry 
industry can lose huge sums of 
money as the result of an outbreak 
of avian influenza. But what about 
us, the exhibition poultry people? 
Must we always be last? 

It makes me angry, very 
angry. My plan at present is to 
bring all this to the attention of the 
Governor (Tom Ridge), the newly 
appointed Secretary of Agriculture 
(Samuel E. Hayes, Jr.), and the 
members of the Agriculture and 
Rural Affairs Committee in both 
the Pennsylvania House of 
Representatives and the Senate. 


Enough is enough! It’s time 
for action. 

SUSSEX CAGES 

The CPAC borrowed all of 
the cages for our show that were 
set up in the dog-building from the 
Sussex County Poultry Fanciers’ 
Association. We are very grateful 
to the Sussex group (Arlene 
Sliker, president) for allowing us 
to borrow tne cages, which were 
returned on June 28 th to the Sussex 
group. 

To return the cages, S. 
Robert Powell rented a truck in 
Carbondale and then drove to 
Bloomsburg, where Craig Russell 
and Harold Strawser met h,m. In 
the 90+ degree heat, they loaded 
the truck. Carl Hams had planned 
to be there to help, but a last 
minute medical emergency in the 
family prevented his being there. 

SRP then drove to Augusta, 
NJ, and met four members of the 
Sussex County Poultry Fanciers’ 
Association (Jerry Sliker, Jim 
Coerts, Evan Engelsman, and Joe 
Zaleski). 

The cages, wooden trays, 
and stands were then loaded into 
the Sussex group’s trailer. SRP 
then drove back to Carbondale and 
returned the rental truck. (SRP left 
Carbondale at 9:30 A.M. and 
returned home at 9 P.M., having 
driven 279 miles.) 
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Special thanks, once again, 
to the Sussex County Poultry 
Fanciers’ Association for lending 
the CP AC these cages.

Mr. ChickenY Fake Legs 
Apparently Couldn’t 
Save Him From Predator 

JACKSON, Mich. (AP) — Mr. Chicken, a gamecock whose arti¬ 
ficial legs brought him international fame, was mauled to death 
as he protected the hens in his pen. 

“Something chewed him up real good,” veterinarian Tim 
England said Friday, “The other chickens were OK, though. He 
was very protective of them.” 

England thinks the killer was likely a hungry raccoon who got 
into the pen late Thursday night. 

Mr. Chicken was rescued last December amid sub-zero tem¬ 
peratures, his feet frozen beyond repair. England adopted the bird 
and had a Battle Creek physical therapist make Mr. Chicken a 
new pair of legs. 

The plastic legs fit snugly over the stumps, with feet like near¬ 
ly square platforms that curled up like a ski. They were removed 
at night, like most prosthetics, to prevent pressure sores. 

Mr. Chicken had appeared in several national magazines, and 
in newspapers from South Africa to Hawaii. The media stories 
prompted letters from across the nation and as far away as 
London, Paris and South Africa, England said. 

“It’s a glum day,” England said. “We will bury him in the flower 
garden with his legs on. He will get a headstone because he was 
a famous little guy.”

SAN DIEGO — When is a chicken 
not a chicken? When it sings and bobs 
its head like a quail, thanks to an ex¬ 
perimental brain-cell transplant. 

In “what sounds like something out 
of a B horror movie, Evan Balaban, an 
experimental neurobiologist at the 
Neurosciences Institute in San Diego, 
carried out the switch. 

-"The larger implications are what 
this will teach us about the develop¬ 
ment’of brain circuits that produce be- 
KaViAr,” Balaban said. He said the re¬ 
search could aid people with mental 
illness or brain diseases. 

'"His research on Plymouth Rock 
chickens and Japanese quail was pub¬ 
lished, Tuesday in the Proceedings of 
thqgational Academy of Sciences.

After much trial and error, Dalaban 
discovered that certain cells in the 
quail midbrain changed the animal's 
sound patterns, and other cells in the 
quail nrain stem changed head move¬ 
ment during singing. 

Balaban incubated fertilized quail 
and chicken eggs for 48 hours and then 
cut tiny windows in their shells. Cells 
in the chicken embryo were removed 
and substituted with corresponding 
quail brain cells.

CPAC MEETING 

September 14, 1997 

The September, 1997 
meeting of the CPAC took place in 
front of the poultry building on the 
Bloomsburg Fairgrounds. The ten 
members present were seated on 
three or four benches that were 
drawn together for the purpose of 
conducting the club’s business. 
Present were: Terry Arbogast, Phil 
Malencore, Mark Whitebread, 
Leon Keeler, Gene Emery, Harold 
Strawser, Craig Russell, Mark 
Bums, Carl Harris, and S. Robert 
Powell. 

The meeting, which was 
called to order at 1 P.M., was 
under the direction of the club’s 
president, Mark Whitebread. 

THE AUCTION: it will take 
place on October 18 th (in what 
building?); the format that was 
used for the auction in the spring 
will be used again (the birds will 
be placed in sho v cages only 
before they are sold; after they are 
sold they will be returned to the 
box they came in and turned over 





to the buyer); the twelve show 
cages that are owned by the club 
will be used for the auction; Rev. 
Romig will be the auctioneer; 
CPAC members will perhaps 
handle the birds at the point of 
sale. 

Leon Keeler reported that 
two additional names should be 
added to the memorial list of 
deceased club members: Marlin 
Eyster and Fred Fike. 

THE SHOW: October 19 th ; 
Tom Kane and Troy LaRoche will 
judge the poultry show; it seems 
likely that we’ll have 800-900 
chickens and waterfowl and about 
500 pigeons (judged by Muard 
Naugle and Terry Fick); the food 
stand (to be set up in what 
building?) will be run by Briget 
Kane’s sister and her family; 
additional specials are needed for 
the show. 

Mark Burns, Treasurer, 
reported that we have $463 in the 
checking account (Briget already 
has money for the show) and $ 126 
in petty cash. 

Carl Harris reminded the 
club that we were remiss in 
fulfilling our reciprocal specials 
arrangement with the Twin Tier 
Poultry Club before their show on 
September 7 th . This oversight will 
be corrected.

Yearbook 1997 ,: 
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Partridge Plymouth Rocks 

By S. Robert Powell 

Sam A. Noftzger, of North Manchester, Indiana, is generally regarded 
as the originator of the strain of Partridge-Pencilled Plymouth Rocks that 
were recognized by the American Poultry Association as a standard vari¬ 
ety in 1909 and officially admitted to The American Standard of Perfec¬ 
tion on August 10, 1910, in Saint Louis. (Silver-Pencilled Rocks were 
admitted in 1907.) In 1909, Noftzger wrote a detailed article in which he 
described how he created and developed Partridge Rocks. 

A copy of Noftzger’s article and a vast quantity of information about 
Partridge Rocks were published in the Partridge Plymouth Rock Guide 
Book that was published by the American Partridge Plymouth Rock Club 
in 1931. A copy of that book, a copy of the American Partridge Plymouth 
Rock Club 1970 Breed Book published on the 60th anniversary of the breed), 
and a copy of Sam A. Noftzger’s sales booklet (Origin and History of 
Partridge Plymouth Rocks by S.A. Noftzger, Originator and Breeder, 
Oaklyn Place, North Manchester, IN, 1911) were presented to this writer 
by Charles G. Hillenbrand. the prominent breeder of Partridge Plymouth 
Rocks, from Wyoming, Delaware, at the 1996 Virginia Poultry Breeders’ 
Show at Richmond. 

From those three books, we have learned a great deal about Partridge 
Rocks, and we are very grateful to Charles Hillenbrand for opening the 
door for us, so to speak, to the rich history of standard Partridge Rocks. 

The history and development of Partridge Rocks are directly related 
to the so-called Cochin craze that developed during the second half of the 
nineteenth century in America. At that time, there were two distinct types 
of Cochins: (1) the full-feathered, or English, variety and (2) the scanty- 
fea hered, or American, variety. For a time, the two types of Cochins 
competed in separate classes in shows in America, but the American 
Cochins, with their scanty leg feathering, were soon dropped as exhibition 
birds in favor of the more massive English type. Their scanty leg feather¬ 
ing notwithstanding, the American-type Cochins had outstanding partridge 
color and were highly regarded as utility birds that laid an exceptionally 
large number of eggs. 

Given their virtues as utility birds, the American-type Cochins - we 
have learned from Craig Russell (Middleburg, PA) - were raised as utility 
birds as late as the 1940s and 1950s, even though by that time they had 
long since disappeared as exhibition birds. 
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For a time, Noftzger crossed the English and American types of 
Cochins and developed birds that had better partridge color than the pure 
English type and better leg feather than the pure American type. With 
such birds, he won on Partridge Cochins (which he continued to breed 
until 1907) in shows all over America. 

Noftzger was not satisfied, however. He decided that he would cre¬ 
ate a new variety of fancy poultry with the following qualities: rapid grow¬ 
ers, good egg layers, good table birds, single combs, together with the 
outstanding partridge color of the American Cochins. In 1898, Noftzger, 
having had the experience of helping others a few years before to create 
the Partridge Wyandotte, began the long process of creating Partridge- 
Pencilled Plymouth Rocks. 

In the spring of 1898, Noftzger selected four American-type Partridge 
Cochin females with outstanding egg-laying qualities and exceptional par¬ 
tridge color. (One of those females, hatched on April 1, 1896, and named 
“Georgine” by Noftzger, laid 27 eggs in 28 consecutive days.) Georgine, 
her full sister, and two half-sisters were each mated with an Indian Game 
(Dark Cornish) cockerel with bright yellow legs, thin high comb, eyes 
toward the bay as much as possible, and Plymouth Rock shape as near as 
possible. 

The next year, 1899, Noftzger mated eight of the. females from that 
first cross with Golden Wyandotte cockerels, mostly single-comb sports, 
principally in Pairs and trios, but one or two of the most desirable males 
were given an extra female. The third year, 1900, nine single matings 
were made between the best females hatched in 1899 and the Golden 
Wyandotte males used in 1899. 

The following year, 1901, ten pens were mated, using cocks and hens 
for the first time. In 1902, two pens were mated. In succeeding years, 
female Partridge Wyandotte sports, with single combs, were introduced 
into the blood line. The chicks from these Wyandotte sports, together 
with their mothers, were all disposed of, however, as most of them had 
dark legs and very few of them even passable type. 

In 1906, eight matings were made, and in several of the pens as many 
as five females were used. In 1907, 60 females were divided into ten 
breeding pens, and Noftzger noted that in that year “the new breed made 
the greatest progress of its history.” In 1908, 14 matings were made, and 
over 100 choice show birds, regarded unhesitatingly by judges as the best 
in existence, were produced. Noftzger’s ten years of ceaseless work in 
developing Partridge Rocks had paid off and “a fowl of exceeding utility 
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and exceptional beauty,” to quote Noftzger, was brought into existence. 
Of such birds, R. LeRoy Armitage said: “They have the laying qualities of 
the Leghorn, the meat and vigor of the Game, and the beauty of the Par¬ 
tridge Cochin, truly a wonderful creation!” 

It is interesting to note that a pen of six of Noftzger’s Partridge Rocks 
won the New York egg-laying contest in 1910, the year in which they were 
admitted to The American Standard of Perfection. In the course of the 
year, the birds laid an average of 220 eggs each, for a total of 1,320 eggs 
from the six birds for the year. 

From Noftzger’s sales booklet, published in 1911 by Reub. Williams 
& Sons, Warsaw, IN, we learn that in 1911 Noftzger set up 25 single¬ 
mating breeding pens (one male and 8 females). In the sales booklet, the 
birds in each pen are identified by name and lineage, and their principal 
show wins are enumerated. 

Think about Noftzger’s breeding set up for a moment. Twenty-five 
pens of eight females and one male. That’s 225 breeders—in one variety 
of one breed! From the perspective of the present day, such a set up is 
extraordinary, to be sure. 

Eggs from each pen were sold in settings of 15 eggs. The price per 
setting ranged ft„m $ 10 to $50. The eggs were shipped in Eyrie shipping 
crates. Noftzger also sold day-old chicks, from any of the 25 exhibition 
matings, at twice the price of eggs. Noftzger sold eggs and chicks to the 
public from every one of his matings. There were no special matings that 
he maintained for himself. Noftzger also sold foundation and breeding 
stock, at these prices: cocks, from $8 to $25 each; cockerels and hens, 
trom $5 to $20 each, pullets, from $5 to $15 each; pens (one male and four 
females), from $25 to $75 per pen. 

Noftzger’s exhibition birds were strictly the product of single matings 
(one male per pen). From a single mating of his exhibition breeding stock, 
in addition Noftzger was proud to announce, first-class exhibition speci¬ 
mens of both sexes could be produced. Of the Partridge Rock, Noftzger 
said: “The Partridge Plymouth Rock is today ... the breed which was the 
most perfected, from the fancier’s standpoint, at the time of admission to 
the Standard, reproducing more true to type than any breed ever did when 
it was in its first year as a Standard fowl.” 

Noftzger's premier breeding pen in 1911 was Pen 9, which was headed 
by Oaklyn Delineator.” a male Partridge Rock that was described by 
Noftzger as “the most wonderful specimen of this breed ever produced, 
with color richer than I ever saw in a Partridge male of any breed, and 
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from the best breeding of Partridge Rocks that ever lived, “Pride of Oaklyn” 
and “Beatrice," his sire and dam.” One of the eight females in that pen 
was “Oaklyn Belle,” the first-place pullet at the September 1910 Indiana 
State Fair, the pullet for which Noftzger refused $100. 

In addition to those pens for exhibition birds, Noftzger set up a util- 
ity/stock pen, in which he placed 30 late-hatch pullets from the very best 
blood lines, two cockerels, and one cock. 

Other breeders created their own strains of Partridge Rocks, using 
their own means, more or less at the same time that Noftzger was doing 
so. Noftzger’s strain, however, was generally regarded as the finest strain 
of Partridge Rocks. 

Among those other creators of strains of Partridge Rocks were E.O. 
Thieni and Dr. W.C. Crocker of Foxboro, MA (began nis efforts in 1899; 
relied heavily on single-comb sports from Partridge Wyandottes; also used 
Golden-Pencilled Hamburgs, Golden Laced Wyandottes, Brown Leghorns, 
and Partridge Cochins; Crocker is regarded by some as the originator of 
the primary eastern strain, Noftzger as the creator of the primary western 
strain). 

Also, John Lowe of Swansea, MA; Rowland G. Buffinton of Fall 
River, MA; Messrs. Brackenbury and Cornell (used single-combed sports 
from Partridge Wyandottes, also Partridge Cochins and Brown Leghorns; 
this Cornell is Ezra Cornell, who founded Cornell University); Elmwood 
Farms, Weston, NJ; Hillcrest Farm (William F. Fotterall, proprietor), Oak¬ 
land, PA; and Rock Hill Poultry Farm, Ossining, NY. 

The fact that all those breeders—and surely others—were all work¬ 
ing, more or less simultaneously, to create the standard Partridge Rock is 
all the more remarkable these days, when more than a few of the standard 
breeds of poultry that were created in the late-nineteenth and early-twen- 
tieth centuries are fighting for their lives, so to speak, for want of breeders 
to raise and show them. 

In the years after 1910, Bird Bros. (Charles E. and Cyrus M.) of 
Meyersdale, Pennsylvania were very successful breeders and exhibitors 
of standard Partridge Plymouth Rocks. Other prominent early developers 
and breeders from the early years of this century were R.N. Perkins 
(Freeport, IL), Dr. W.C. Crocker (Foxboro, MA), W.F. Fotterall (Philadel¬ 
phia, PAJ, R.G. Buffinton (Fall River, MA), Dr. W.J. Pirie (Springville, 
IA), R.A. Muth (Huntington, WV), and Porter P. Black (West Liberty, IA). 

Highly regarded and well-known breeders in more recent years (listed 
in the 1970 Breed Book) are Rose F. Hurdle, Andrew M. Stodel, Beau- 
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Site Farm (Laurence C. Allen), Hoelker Bros., Roy J. Whitener, Van 
Bonneau, Henry K. Miller, E. Billings Miner, Tom Darden, Harold A. 
Hulbert, and Charles G. Hillenbrand. 

Bantam Partridge Rocks were created following the development of 
the standard birds. Three breeders who were important in their develop¬ 
ment—we have learned from Craig Russell—were Cyril F. Menges, Dr. 
Paul Seibert, and Paul Ives. Bantam Rocks are currently raised and shown 
by many breeders. 

The American Partridge Plymouth Rock Club (APPRC) was orga¬ 
nized between January 1st and March 2nd, 1931. The officers for 1931 
were President, Joseph L. Hoelker, Oldenburg, IN; Vice-President, Dr. 
W.J. Pirie, Springville, IA; Secretary-Treasurer, Laurence C. Allen, Sanford, 
ME; Election Commissioner, Everett T. Lord, Sanford, ME. 

In the first eight months of its existence, the APPRC. with over 50 
members, drew up and adopted a constitution and bylaws, and published 
its Guide Book, under the direction of the Guide Book Committee, made 
up of J. L. Hoelker, R.L. Armitage, and L.C. Allen. The American Par¬ 
tridge Plymouth Rock Club published monthly club notes; it designated 
Plymouth Rock Monthly of Chicago as its official monthly club magazine 
for 1931. Official APPRC ribbons were offered by the club for champion 
male, champion female, and champion pen at shows where five or more 
entries in each of those classes were shown in by three or more club mem¬ 
bers. 

Partridge Rocks, characterized by the APPRC as “The Beauty-Util¬ 
ity Fowl,” were shown in large numbers at many shows earlier in this cen¬ 
tury. At present day poultry shows there are sometimes less than 25 birds 
in the entire American class. In light of that fact, consider the number of 
Partridge Rocks alone that were exhibited at these shows in the past: 
Madison Square Garden, 1915,81 birds; Keene, NH, 1926,91 birds; Bos¬ 
ton, 1927,80 birds; Portland, 1927, 122 birds; Athol, MA, 1928, 143 birds; 
Iowa City, 1928, 119 birds; Providence, 1929, 113 birds; Portland, 1930, 
62 birds; Atlanta, 1939, 153 birds; Oklahoma City, 1946, 106 birds. 

There were 38 members in the club in 1970. Among them were 
Laurence C. Allen (Beau-Site Farm), Mrs. Alice E. Carpenter (who hatched 
and raised the Beau-Site Farm Chicks for 35 years), Charles G. Hillenbrand, 
Dick C. Horstman, Cyril F. Menges, Henry K. Miller (Blue Stream Farm), 
and Tommy Stanley. The president of the Partridge Plymouth Rock Club 
in 1970 was Van Bonneau of Dodson, TX. 



From Norman Hillenbrand, we have learned that in 1972 the APPRC 
held its national meet in conjunction with the Richmond show. The active 
members of the club at the time—Tommy Stanley, Thomas Darden, 
Laurence Allen, and Norman Hillenbrand—went all out to make the meet 
memorable. They made up a prize list that included money for best head, 
best yellow legs, best striped male, best pencilled female, and so on. They 
phoned all the Partridge Rock breeders that they know of. As a result of 
their dedicated work, breeders of Partridge Rocks, from all across America, 
showed 125 standard Partridge Rocks in the 1972 national meet, which 
was judged by Ben Ricketts. 

The APPRC ceased to exist after 1981. At the time, Thomas Darden, 
secretary of the Richmond show at the time, was the president of the 
APPRC; Tommy Stanley was the vice president and Norman Hillenbrand 
was the secretary/treasurer. 

Several engravings by A.O. Schilling of Partridge Rocks are known 
to exist. Among them are: “Prince,” third-prize cock, Chicago, 1908, 
bred and shown by S.A. Noftzger; “Georgine,” first-prize hen. Great Chi¬ 
cago show, 1908, bred and shown by S.A. Noftzger; “First Prize Partridge 
Rock Cockerel, Madison Square Garden, January 1921, Bred and Owned 
by Bird Brothers, Meyersdale, PA”; “First Prize Partridge Rock Cockerel. 
Madison square Garden, New York, January 1926, Bred and Owned by 
Bird Brothers, Meyersdale, PA." 

Also, “First Prize Partridge Plymouth Rock Hen. Chicago Coliseum 
Exposition, December 1930, Bred and Owned by Bird Brothers, 
Meyersdale, Penn."; “First Prize Hen and Grand Champion Partridge Rock, 
National Club Meet, and First Prize Partridge Rock Cock. Madison Square 
Garden, Dec. 1949—Jan. 1950, Bred and Owned by Beau-Site Farm, L 
Allen, Prop., Sandford, Maine”; “Grand Champion Partridge Plymouth 
Rock Trio (1st old Trio) National Club Meet, Boston, Mass., Jan. 1953, 
Bred and Owned by Beau-Site Farm, L.C. Allen, Prop., Sandford. Maine." 

The Partridge Plymouth Rock Guide Book that was published by the 
American Partridge Plymouth Rock Club in 1931 contains, as we men¬ 
tioned earlier, a great deal of information on Partridge Rocks, including

The American Poultry Association has a long and wonderful heritage, which I truly 
respect. But, we need to start preparing the A.P.A. for the future. We have revised and 
rewritten many things over the last couple of years. It is now time to revisit the 
membership and give the A.P.A. back to it’s members. 

Over the last several years we have received many great ideas, only some of which have 
been acted upon. The A.P.A. Home Page is one example of a member’s idea being 
implemented. Since it’s inception the A.P.A. home Page has had nearly twenty thousand 
visits. Through the Home Page we have been able to reach a whole new audience. This 
needs to be expanded to include A.P.A. forms and membership application. Since 
inviting questions, suggestions, and ideas we have received a host of outstanding 
proposals by the members which we need to aggressively pursue. 

The A.P.A. needs to nurture it’s relationship with the industry. We have started by 
referring all industry related e-mail to universities and industry members. In return they 
are referring all purebred poultry e-mails and questions to us. By doing this we work on 
building a relationship with the industry and universities, and are getting questions 
answered. Working with the poultry industry opens doors for purebred poultry that we 
have never before thought possible. Murray McMurray hatchery sells more A.P.A. 
memberships then anyone else, but until only two years ago the A.P.A. and the Nation’s 
oldest purebred hatchery had not worked together in such a cooperative manor. The 
American Poultry Association has many wonderful resources available that have, as yet 
been untapped. 

The A.P.A. needs to be more accessible to the members. A.P.A. “ connections ” should be 
in place in which qualified people located in different parts of the country would set up 
tables at shows and would be available to the members.

By offering a discount on publications, feed, 
medications, etc. it should become cost effective to be an A.P.A. member.

Most of us know all too well 
what it's like to get up in the 
middle of the night and head 
out to a poultry show. 

Too much rushing about in 
the early morning hours as you 
try to get everything done that 
has to be done. Too much 
anxiety as you drive long 
hours in the dark, only to 
discover - to your chagrin - 
that you're still 75 miles from 
the show hall and that judging 
will begin in one hour. Not 
enough time to adequately 
clean up your birds once 
they're in the show cages. 


To avoid those - and other 
difficult consequences of 
middle - of - the' - night 
departures for poultry shows, 
three of my poultry buddies 
(Bob Anke, Chuck Campfield, 
Dick Laabs) and I decided to 
travel together to the 15th 
annual fall show of the Twin 
Tier Poultry Club at Bath, New 
York, on September 7th. We 
decided to leave for the 
Sunday show at 1 pm on 
Saturday and to travel in Bob 
Anke's housetrailer (with 
sleeping accommodations for 
six), with Chuck Campfield at 
the wheel. 

Like clockwork, everything 
went beautifully on Saturday: 
we arrived in Bath, New York 
in plenty of time to get our 
birds into their show cages 
and to groom them before the 
show hall closed. 

We then had dinner at a 
nice restaurant and returned to 
the fairgrounds. After some 
very enjoyable poultry talk, we 
called it a day and turned in. 

I usually get up very early, 
so I was not surprised to 
discover that it was 4 am when 
I woke up on Sunday. I 
decided to get up even though 
I knew it was much too early to 
expect the show hall to be 
open. 

I walked around the 
fairgrounds. It was a beautiful 
morning - still very dark, but 
the moon was out, and the 
star-filled sky was a sight to 
behold. 

Recently, I read an article 


about the importance of the 
constellation Orion to the 
ancien; Egyptians, and so I 
was anxious to study that 
constellation. I did so. 

At about 5 am, I decided - 
just for the heck of it - to do a 
round trip on the access road 
from the highway into the 
fairgrounds. As I passed the 
fourth house on the right on 
the way out, a side-porch light 
came on and a man let out a 
dog for its morning outing. I 
said "Good morning." The man 
made no reply.

I 
was very visible at the edge of 
the pavilion. 

The police car came at me 
at full speed and stopped, in 
true Hollywood/TV police- 
drama style, a few feet from 
where I sat. Both front doors 
on the still-running police 
cruiser swung open. Two 
police officers sprang from the 
car and pointed flashlights 
directly in my face. I remained 
motionless. I said nothing. 

Slowly, very slowly, they 
approached. “Let’s see your 
identification!" barked one of 
the officers. I took out my 
driver's license and showed it 
to him. 

I sensed that these keepers 
of the peace might be 
wondering why I was sitting on 
a picnic table in the shade 
pavilion on the Steuben 
County Fairgrounds at 5 
o'clock in the morning.

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Lancaster Turkey Flock 
Has Avian Influenza

HARRISBURG (Lancaster 
Co.) — State Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture Samuel Hayes Jr. on Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon announced that 
the H7N2 avian influence virus has 
been positively detected in a 
24,800-bird northern Lancaster 
County turkey flock. 

At a general press conference 
held in the state Department of 
Agriculture Building in Harris¬ 
burg, Secretary Hayes told media 
news reporters tnat on Tuesday 
evening, lab results confirmed that 
the flock — consisting of 13,000, 


10-week-old birds, and 11,800, 
10-day-old birds — tested posi¬ 
tive for the non-pathogenic H7N2 
strain of avian influenza. 

It is a non-threatening disease 
for humans. 

The turkeys are slated for dis¬ 
posal, and a farm-specific quaran¬ 
tine has been imposed. 

As of press time, a team from the

ation of Avian Patholo¬ 
gists, that held an inter¬ 
national symposium in 
Athens, Ga., about 
avian influenza (it’s 
world-wide). The pro¬ 
ceedings are expected to 
be available soon. 

He said that some of 
the observations made 
about the disease that 
has affected Lancaster 
and Lebanon counties 
this year may end up 
being nothing more than 
coincidence. 

He also said that 
knowledge of the dis¬ 
ease is still limited. 

He did say that he 
doesn’t believe that this 
outbreak in the turkey 
flock is related to the 
earlier outbreaks in the 
layer flocks. 

However, he said that 
there are many different 
aspects of the dynamics 
between humans, birds, 
the disease and the envi¬ 
ronment that have to be 
considered, but that 
time and effort haven’t 
been made available yet 
to look at the enure big 
picture of possibilities 
and likelihoods. 

He said that while 
tests done during the 
early 1980s on the 
pathogenic virus that 
decimated the poultry 
industry in the area were 
done without considera¬ 
tion of wind or vectors. 

He said that the tests 
were done by sampMng 
the grounds surrounding 
the infected poultry 
building to determine 
how far away from the 
building that tests con¬ 
tinue to show some evi¬ 
dence of the virus. 

That didn’t take into 
account the potential for 
the disease to be carried 
on a feather on the wind, 
or some other mechan¬ 
ism for dispersal. 

The fact is that there 
are at least several other 
characteristics of the 
region that may or may 
not have something to 
do with the spread of the 
disease.

(The disease showed 
up in both Lebanon and 
Lancaster counties 
along the northern edges 
of both valleys, in the 
foothills of mountains. 
They are areas that, 
because of prevailing 
wind patterns, would be 
likely areas for airborne 
debris to settle out to the 
ground. Further, both 
areas are in proximity to j 
major trucking! 
routes — Rt.78 in 
Lebanon County, and 
the Pa. Turnpike in Lan¬ 
caster County — whore 
the open-crated, open 
sided poultry trailers 
traveling through could 
potentially bring con- 
taminted birds.) 

As far as determining 
the species r origin of 
the H7N2 virus, Eck¬ 
rode said he believes 
this strain may be sur¬ 
viving in the live bird 
market, where it has 
been found several 
times since the 1980’s 
outbreak of the other 
deadly virus. 

During the press con¬ 
ference, Hayes said that 
it was called as part of 
his policy of ensuring 
that the public is well 
aware of happenings in 
agriculture, both good 
anti bad. 



He said that as further 
developments occur, the 
media will be advised. 

“What we’re doing 
now,” he said, “is in 


keeping with , roper 
protocol o r •"•eping the 
public inforo.cn as to 
critical events ui the 
agricultural realm. 

“Along with the good 
news, from time to time
